Raytheon Wants 


Andover 


Raytheon officials, faced with a 
delay in plans for construction of 
a new building in West Andover, 
said Wednesday they are still in- 
tent on remaining in Andover. 

Abutters of the over-200 acre 
West Andover site rezoned at a 
special town meeting in August, 
have appealed a Superior Court 
decision which upheld the town’s 
action in creating the industrial 
zone off Lowell street at Route 
93. 

The abutters, totalling 12 resi~ 
dents nearby the proposed indus- 
trial zone, appealed the Superior 
Court finding and time would 
appear to be an element if Ray= 
theon is to remain in Andover, 

Wednesday, Raytheon officials 
expressed disappointment that the 
appeal was filed and. said they 
were seeking a meeting with the 
families involved to explain and 
describe the lengths to which the 
company was willing to go to 
assure that the interests of both 
the company and its neighbors 
would be amicable, 

In the statement released by 
corporate officials, Raytheon noted 
that in view of the appeal and the 
possible time for processing in the 
higher courts, the company finds, 
“it necessary now to plan an al- 
ternate site outside Andover so as 
not to jeopardize our schedule.” 

The statement emphasizes that 
the company wants to stay in An- 
dover, 

Alternate sites reported under 
consideration include a plot on 
Route 114 in North Andover, an 
industrial lot of Route 495 in 
Haverhill and a spotinSalem, N.H.

*‘Only 300 hours to go,’’ one 
student commented wryly, as she 
handed in her exam Friday on the

(Fifth of a Series) 


**‘Neues Deutschland’’ (‘‘New 
Germany”’) is the name of the lead= 
ing Communist newspaper in East 
Berlin, 

When I found that my itinerary 
in Germany was finally set and that 
West Berlin was included, I 
asked about the possiblity of visit- 
ing East Berlin, Yes, this would 
be possible, but the arrangements 
would have to be made through a 
neutral source, Arrangements 
for visits to East Berlin cannot 
be made by the Federal Republic 
of Germany (West Germany), 
There is no official communica- 
tion between East Berlin and West 
Germany, 

_If I am able to visit East Bere 
lin, I thought, why not visit with 
the editor of ‘*Neues Deutsch= 
land?** After all, one of the main 
reasons for my trip was to talk

Three days laterI was scheduled 
to visit East Berlin with a guide 
from a ‘“‘neutral’® country, He 
turned out to be an Israeli student 
who was studying chemical en- 
gineering in West Berlin, His name 
was Raphael Meyer, He spokeGer= 
man quite well and enough Eng= 
lish so we could understand one 
another by using both German and 
English together, I knew just 
enough German and he knew just 
enough English so by “‘patching’’ 
the two languages together we got 
along and understood each other, 

Once throughthe **Wall’’, lasked 
if he could find the newspaper 
*‘Neues ‘Deutschland,.** When’ he 
realized I was serious about it, he 
said he did not know where it was, 
but would be very happy to try to 
locate it, 

We drove around several blocks 
not very far from the ‘*Wall’’ 
asking every policeman we could

into a more advanced reading 
group, or reinforce Mrs. De- 
Franco’s math lesson by doing 
extra drill with a child who seemed 
urisure about it, 

Sanborn teacher Mrs, DeFranco 
said it seems to bolster a child’s 
ego to be picked out for special 
work with the aide, so the extra 
work accomplishes even more, 
‘Even an hour a week helps a 
teacher, I wish we could have 
more,”* 

Sanborn Principal Joseph Nor= 
mandy has four volunteer teachers’

School Negotiators Hold 


Amicable Initial Session 


A business-like and amicable 
first negotiating session between 
union representatives from Unit A 
(teachers) of the Andover Educa- 
tion Association and the School 
Committee agreed on some items, 
including the need for designating 
titles and updating job descrip- 
tions for many positions in the 
school system, but they were 
$290,000 apart on salary pro-~ 
posals, 

Ralph Duncan, AEA chief ne= 
gotiator for Unit A, said that 
lowering the teacher-pupil ratio, 
relieving teachers of such duties 
as bus supervision, cafeteria duty, 
etc,, and maintaining a competi- 
tive salary schedule were neces- 
sary to maintaining quality educa- 
tion for Andover youth, 

Duncan proposed an increase of 
$800 for all teachers on the 
bachelor’s scale, with a $1100 in= 
crease for those on the master’s 
scale or higher - a total increase 
of $290,300 nott including the auto= 
matic yearly increases, for all 
existing personnel, 

School Committee negotiator 
Mrs, Virginia Cole’s counter= 
proposal was to hand Duncan the 
salary scale which had been agreed 
upon last spring for the current 
school year, to which would be 
added the automatic $300 yearly 
adjustment for each teacher (ex- 
cept those already on maximum) 
who has completed on time the 
required study increments, Mrs, 
Cole pointed out that this same 
increase applied to the AEA pro= 
posal, made Duncan’s proposed 
$800 and $1100 raises really $1100 
and $1400, 

Not surprisingly, both proposal 
and counter-proposal were flatly, 
but politely, rejected, A new AEA 
salary proposal was promised for 
the second session on Monday, at 
8 p.m, Both sides are aiming for 
resolution of outstanding issues by 
Dec, 15, and meetings are also 
scheduled for Dec, 2, 9 and 11. 

Mrs, Cole stated clearly that 
she would not negotiate matters 
with Unit A which also concern 
administrators (Unit B) unless a 
representative of Unit B were on 
hand at meetings, ready to state 
the Unit B position on the items, 
since the School Committee must 
negotiate with both units, and both 
units must agree on all Unit A 
negotiated items.

coaching extra-curricular duties 
which were as beneficial to stu= 
dents and the school as coaching, 
The AEA team said it would 
like the School Committee to be 
aware of several non-contractual 
concerns of the teachers: He in- 
formed them that. effective 
January, state law allows the 
school. committee to pay up to 
100% of health insurance; the com= 
mittee last year agreed to pay the 
maximum allowable amount, 
Duncan said that teachers were 
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concerned that Central purchasing 
orders be placed in time for texts 
and other materials tobe available 
to children by the beginning of 
school in September, He stated that 
this year some children had to go 
without texts for four weeks, He 
said teachers were also concerned 
that administrators make budget 
requests for enough personnel to 
meet the teacher-pupil ratio set out 
in the Willis-Harrington report,

Guiding the destinies of the CO-OP are 
three officers and nine directors, all solid 
local citizens. Harold King is our president. 

Purpose of both our line and staff per- 
sonnel is to make shopping a rewarding ex- 
perience for our numerous patrons. 


Our Uniquely local character 


Among the CO-OP’s distinctive attributes 
is our uniquely local character. 

The typical chain supermarket is owned 
and controlled by unknown outsiders. 

Not us. We are owned and controlled by 
the very people we serve — in and around 
Andover.

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Editorial Comment 
An Appeal | 


Democracy, with all its ramifications, is still the sys- 
tem we will stick with and uphold, but it seems peculiar, 
that under such a system, a small group of people can 
cause a community to lose its largest taxpayer. 

In filing an appeal to the Supreme Court, about a dozen 
residents are now on the verge of forcing Raytheon to 
move from this community. = =  —_. 

The appeal will be months in processing. It will be ex- 
pensive both to the appellants, to the town and to the 
electronics company. _ 

It will be dangerous to the rezoned industrial area in 
West Andover. If Raytheon does not occupy the site, then 
any company could move into the area — even a cat food 
company which could permit the West Andover area to 
exude an odor similar to Gloucester harbor. 

At the moment a covenant covers Raytheon’s occupancy 
of the area and insures proper screening and protection of 
the residential areas abutting the property. 

Raytheon at present is the town’s top taxpayer. Its plans 
for new construction in West Andover most assuredly 
would have kept them well within that category and no 
doubt would have increased their total commitment to the 
town. 


This year the firm paid $161,469.70 in taxes to the town 
— almost $1 of the town’s tax rate. In addition, it has tried 
to be a good neighbor, offering its facilities and em- 
ployees to community efforts. 

To lose them is to lose a valuable contribution to our 
tax base, as well as possibly losing employment for 
thousands of area residents. 

We do not quarrel with the dozen or so abutters who con- 
tinue to challenge the decision of the largest attended 
special town meeting in the history of the town. The 
majority of over 2,000 voters there approved the rezoning, 
three to one. 

The people who are appealing have the right to do so 
under the Democratic process, and we shall ever uphold 
their right to do so. 

But we do feel that the best interests of the town are 
not being served by their action. Safeguards are there to 
protect their property — insurance, if you will, that will 
expire with the Raytheon decision, should they decide 
they are unable to build in West Andover. 

We would like to see a change of heart on the part of 
the abutters, a decision to keep a good neighbor within 
our borders. 


T For Two 


The T referred to in the title of this editorial comment 
does not refer to a beverage, but to transportation. 

The T also refers to the ‘‘Big T,’’ that sign on the 
buses now serving this community and is the sign for the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. 

The T might also refer to the Trombly Bus Co., which 
is attempting to serve the area on a private carrier basis 
and not imposing an additional tax burden on the commu- 
nity. 

Last week Boston officials held a hearing on granting 
permission to the Trombly firm to run buses over Boston 
streets. The permit is necessary if the Trombly firm is 
to make a profitable operation of its bus service to the 
Greater Lawrence community. 

The commuter business it is understood, offsets the 
deficit operation which comes from the local service. 

The MBTA with its deficit-ridden operation, probably 
cares less about Greater Lawrence, yet fought the 
Trombly request, noting that some drivers would be put 
out to work, or would have to go to work at less than 
current wages for the Trombly line, 

Frankly, we have had it with the MBTA. 

How easy it is to run a deficit operation. How simple it 
must be to go to work in the morning, perform your tasks 
and know full well that if you lose money then the already 
overburdened taxpayer will pick up the tab. 

As the Trombly hearing was being held and the. decision 
being weighed by Boston officials, the MBTA came up 
with some startling announcements, 

First there was the announcement that some key officials 
were to receive substantial salary increases. Second was 
an announcement that a fare hike was proposed for com- 
muters in the Greater Boston area. 


Increased salaries and increased fares, we fear, will 
not offset each other, thus the deficit will be passed on 
to the taxpayers subscribing to the service, _—- 

Subscription to this service for six months this year has 
cost andover about $12,000. This would be doubled on an- 


. nual basis and traditionally the MBTA has seen fit to in- 


crease its losses annually, thus Andover’s share would 
probably be more in 1968. 

We fear that the commuters who now must use this 
service, might be shut out, if the matter was placed before 
town meeting in March. Those using the service are in the 
minority and probably could not foster enough interest for 
support of the article. : 

We feel that the Trombly company should be given a 
chance to carry on the commuter business, Francis 
Trombly has promised to provide service equal to what the 
MBTA is now performing at no cost to other than those 
who use the service. 

We further feel that we are now paying too much for 
services directed to Boston, whether it is the core city or 
the Hub of the Commonwealth. Too long have we had to 
have Boston’s problems and expenses shoved down our 
throats. 

Let’s stand up and tell Boston that we are Andover, with 
our own problems, our own expenses and we want to solve 
them ourselves. Let us run buses over your streets and 
please don’t saddle us with the MBTA. We just can’t
